The Iowa Annual Conference of the M. E. Church met in the 
First M. E. Church, Oskaloosa, Iowa, Wednesday, October 9, 1872, 
at 9 A. M., Eev. Bishop Edward G. Andrews in the chair. 

The Bishop called the Conference to order, read the 97th Psalm 
and the 4th chapter of Second Corinthians. He then announced the 
635th hymn, commencing — 

Savior of men, thy searching eye.” 

After singing the hymn, E. S. Eobinson and T. E. Corkhill led the 
Conference in prayer. The Bishop then proceeded to the adminis- 
tration of the Lord’s Supper, assisted by the Presiding Elders, and 
other ministers.

The bar of the Conference was fixed at a line with the transverse 
section of the church. 

The hours of meeting in daily sessions were fixed at 8.30 A. M., and 
of closing at 12 M. 

The following resolutions were adopted : 

Whereas, The General Conference of 1872, at the instance of the several 
benevolent societies of the Church, took action to more completly identify those 
societies, in their control and management, with the General and Annual Confer- 
ences, and to harmonize their action and reports with those of the Annual Confer- 
ences ; therefore. 

Resolved, 1. That the several societies connected with this Conference shall be 
controlled by boards of officers and managers, to be appointed by the Conference, 
when not otherwise provided by the Discipline, on nomination of the president, or 
of a nominating committee. 

Resolved, 2. That said boards shall present annual reports of their finances and I 
action, through their secretaries and treasurers, to the Conference, for its approval ; 
and that the officers and managers of the Missionary, Church-Extension, and Sun- 
day School Societies of this Conference shall constitute the Conference Standing 
Committees on those subjects, except that the Missionary appropriations in the 
Conference, and the establishment of domestic missions, shall be referred, as here- 
tofore, to the Presiding Elders. And further, that these provisions shall apply to 
the officers and managers of the societies as now constituted, and to all similar 
societies that may hereafter be established in this Conference. 

Resolved, 3. That a committee, consisting of the officers of the Missionary, 
Church- Extension, and Sunday School Societies of this Conference, shall be ap- 
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pointed, to whom shall be referred the constitutions of these several societies, with 
instructions to so amend them as to conform them to this action of the Conference, 
and report them, as amended, to the Conference lor adoption. 

Resolved, 4. That it shall be the duty of the Statistical Secretaries of the Con- 
ference, and the treasurers of these societies, and the Stewards of the Conference, or 
any committee having charge of collections, to carefully compare their reports of 
moneys collected, for the correction of errors, and to report any unexplained dis- 
crepancies to the Conference. E. H. WARING,

Bradrick’s case was passed for the present. J. H. Lucas was passed 
and located at his request. 

The Ninth Question — “Who are the superannuated preachers?” — 
was considered.

The time having expired, the session was closed with the doxology, 
and the benediction by the Bishop. 




SECOIS^D DAY. 

Thursday, October 10th, 1872. 

The Conference met at 8:30 A. M., the Bishop in the chair. The 
religious services were conduted by Rev. John Haynes. 

The roll of abscnteei^ was called, and J. M. Coats and J, M. Mann 
answ.ered to their names. The further calling of the roll was dis- 
pensed with. 

The Journal of yesterday was read and approved. 

C. L. Stafford was appointed Post Office messenger. 

Tho following resolution was adopted 

Resolved, That a committee of four, consisting of two ministers and two laymen, 
be appointed to confer with the committees appointed by the other Conferences, in 
reference to an Episcopal Residence within the bounds of our 8tate.

abolishment of the death penalty in the State of Iowa. 

The paper was araende^J and adopted as follows: 

Whereas, The Bible teaches us that in the progress of Christ’s kingdom a day 
will come when “nation shall not lift up sword against nation,” and “shall learn 
war no more ;’V and 

^^HEREAS, J[n obedience to the command of our blessed Lord, the Church has 
long been praying that His kingdom may come, and his will be done on earth as it 
is in heaven ; and 

Whereas, Questions of great magnitude between two great and powerful nations 
have been peaceably adjusted and settled by arbitration instead of an appeal to the 
sword; therefore, 

Resolved, 1. That we regard the settlement by arbitration of the claim held by 
the United Slates of America against Great Britain, and known as the “ Alabama 
Claims,** as a most glorious triumph of Christianity over the baser passions of our 
'^ce; and the harbinger of a new and most glorious era in the history of mankind. 

*f/fiesoived, 2. That the monied award designated in the settlement, were it greatly 
•mnltiplie’d’ - would not equal the simple inauguration of this method of adjusting

duced. 

Dr. J. H. Power was requested to preach his sermon on Romanism 
to-morrow at 2 P. M. 

The ninth question was resumed ; Adam Miller, J. W. Maxon, L. C. 
Woodford, J. H. White, J. McDowell, J. H. McCutchen, John Hayden, 
S. Hestwood and A. W. Stryker, were passed and continued. The 
Presiding Elder of Mt. Pleasant District, was instructed to notify J. 
W. Maxon, that it was the sense of the Conference that he should 
locate. J. W. Latham was reported deceased. 

The third question was taken up : “Who remain on trial?” The

Conference met. Bishop Andrews in the chair. The religious ser- 
vices were led by Eev.

Resolved, That the Bishop be and he is hereby requested to appoint one minister 
and one layman from each P. E. District, to act as a Conference Standing Committee 
for the Pastors’ and Ladies’ Aid Society. THOS. E. CORKHILL,

The report on the Freedmen’s Aid Cause was read and adopted. 

The tenth question was resumed. J. B. Hill made a statement 
of the Oskaloosa District ; he was represented and passed. The fol- 
lowing Elders were examined and passed : J. W. McDonald, J. T. 
Simmons, E. L. Briggs, U. B. Smith, J. G. Thompson, A. McClintock, 
A. S. Prather and W. I. Miller. The case of W. C. Shippen was re- 
ferred to' a committee of one from each District, to be appointed by 
the Chair. 

E. B. Allender represented the Albia District, was himself repre- 
sented and passed. E. H. Winans, J. A. Wilson, J. M. Mann, Ira O.

Eev. T. M. Eddy, D. D., Corresponding Secretary of the Parent 
Missionary Society, was introduced and addressed the Conference. 

The following resolution was adopted by a rising vote : 
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Resolved, That we will do our utmost to raise an average of $1 per member, the 
coming year, for the missionary cause. 

The Conference then united in singing — 

“From Greenland’s icy mountains.” 

On motion, it was ordered that the publication of the detailed Mis- 
sionary report be discontinued. The Conference, on motion of Dr. 
Power, resolved to recommend the organization of all Sunday Schools 
into auxiliary missionary societies, and that they report their undi- 
vided missionary collection to the Conference Missionary Society. 

The Fourth Question was taken up — “ Who are admitted into full 
connection ? ” 

The Bishop called the class, and the following brethren appeared : 
W. G. Wilson, C. L. Stafford, J. L. King, A. J. Yan Camp, D. C. Bevan, 
T. C. Miller, J. W. Chaffin and John Potter. The Bishop addressed 
the candidates, and propounded the usual disciplinary questions. The 
following additional questions were asked and answered? “Are you 
in entire sympathy with our itinerant system, including class-meetings, 
presiding-eldership, and episcopacy ? ” Ans. Yes. “ Do you use to- 
bacco?” Ko. 

The following brethren were represented, passed, admitted to full 
connection and elected to deacons’ orders : W. G. Wilson, J. E. Noble, 
J. L. King, A. J. Yan Camp, D. C. -Bevan, T. C. Miller, John Potter. 

C. L. Stafford, a deacon, and J. W. Chaffin, an elder, were repre- 
sented, passed and admitted to full connection. J. D. DeTar was dis- 
continued at his request. 

The eighth question was resumed. I. A. Bradrick was made 
effective. 

T. E. Corkhill, F. W. Evans, J. B. Blakeney, A. P. Morrison, E. H. 
Winans, J. T. Simmons, and D. Murphy were announced as the com- 
mittee in the case of W. C. Shippen. 

G. W. Byrkit filed a receipt for $64.70 for Episcopal Fund. 

Eev. T. McK. Stewart, of Des Moines Conference was introduced. 

Dr. James Wright made a statement of the account due for print- 
ing the Proceedings of Iowa State Methodist Convention ; the roll was 
called and a subscription taken to meet the account.

Conference met, the Bishop presiding. The religious services were 
led by Eev. John Wheeler, D. D. The journal of yesterday was read 
and approved. 

The Treasurer of the Iowa Conference Missionary Society made his 
report, which was adopted. 

Eev. Wm. M. Brown, transferred from West Wisconsin Conference 
last year, and Eev. J. W. Malone, of the African M. E. Church, were 
introduced. 

E. H. Waring represented the Mt. Pleasant District, was represent- 
ed and passed. The following elders of the District were examined 
and passed: John Haynes, A. P. Morrison, O. C. Shelton, S. H.

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“ The committee on the case of W. C. Shippen report, that while he violated the 
Discipline in refusing to go to his appointment last year, such were the circumstances 
surrounding him, we judge his ministerial character not to be affected, and recom- 
mend the passage of his character.”

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V. OONSTITUTIONS OF AUXILIAEY SOOIETIES. 



CONSTITUTION OF IOWA CONFERENCE CHURCH-EXTENSION SOCIETY. 

Article I. The title of this society shall be, “ The Church-Extension Society of 
the Iowa Conference, auxiliary to the Church-Extension Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church.” 

Art. 2. The object of the Society shall be to assist the Parent Society in “ En- 
abling the several Annual Conferences to extend and establish their Christian 
influence throughout the United States, by aiding, whenever necessary, to secure 
suitable houses of worship, and such other church-property as may promote the 
general design.” 

Art. 3. The business of this society shall be directed by a Board, to be known as 
“The Board of Church-Extension of the Iowa Conference,” to consist of a President, 
Vice President and seven Managers, to be appointed annually, and a Corresponding 
Secretary, Recording Secretary and Treasurer, who shall hold their oflices at the 
pleasure of the Iowa Conference, one-half of the officers and managers to be laymen 
of the Church ; the said Conference to appoint the said Board from time to time, on 
nomination of the Bishop and Presiding-Elders, as hereinbefore provided. 

Art. 4. The said Board shall act from year to year, as the standing committee 
of the said Iowa Conference, on the subject of Church-Extension. 

Art. 5. The said Board, or the donors to the Society, may designate the society, 
or societies, to which they desire any part, or the whole, of the donations by them 
made to be appropriated, which special designation shall be publicly acknowledged 
by the Parent Board ; but in the event that more funds shall be raised for any par- 
ticular society, or object, than is necessary, or than has been appropriated by the 
general committee of the Parent Board, the surplus shall be at the disposal of the 
Parent Society, for its general purposes. 

Art. 6. It shall be the duty of the Board to exercise a general supervision and 
control of the interests of Church-Extension in the said Iowa Conference, subject to 
the directions of the Discipline and of the Parent Board. And they shall present 
through their Secretary and Treasurer, to the said Conference, annually, a full report 
of their finances and action, for the approval of the Conference. And the Treasurer 
shall carefully compare his report of collections received, with that of the Statistical 
Secretary of said Conference, for the correction of errors, and shall report to the 
said Conference any unexplained discrepancies in said reports; and said Treasurer 
shall admit in his report of collections, only cash receipts, for which he shall have 
in his possession either the money or satisfactory vouchers. But he shall make a 
separate report of any other donations or bequests made to the Church-Extension 
cause in said Conference during the year. 

Art. 7. An annual meeting of said Board shall be held at the seat of the session 
of the Iowa Conference, at a time to be fixed by the said Board, at which the reports 
of collections, donations and bequests shall be made, and any necessary business 
transacted. There shall also, in connection with said annual Conference session, be 
held an anniversary of the Society, to hear the'financial reports and public addresses 
in promotion of the cause. 

Art. 8. The payment of one dollar per annum shall constitute an annual member 
of the Society ; of five dollars or more, a life member ; and of fifty dollars, an hon- 
orary director for life. And the Secretary shall include in his report, the names of 
all such donors, together with the names of all who, by the payment of the sums 
fixed by the Parent Society, are constituted life-members or directors of the Parent 
Society ; and the names of such life-members or directors, shall be forwarded by the 
Secretary, to the Corresponding Secretary of the Parent Society, at Philadelphia. 

Art. 9. All moneys raised for this Society, after dedtmting necessary expenses, 
shall be forwarded to the Treasurer of the Parent Society, as soon as practicable, 
and the receipt of said Treasurer, or of an agent of the Book Concern, and for 
moneys applied on expenses, the order of the Board, signed by the President, shall 
be the voucher of the Treasurer of this Board, 
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Art. 10. This constitation shall be in force from and after the close of the ses- 
sion of said Iowa Conference for 1872, and said Conference shall, at its said session, 
appoint the first Board of Church-Extension, as herein provided. 

Art. 11. This constitution may be altered or amended by the said Iowa Confer- 
ence at any time, after one day’s notice of such proposed change. 



CONSTITUTION OF IOWA CONFERENCE MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

Article 1. This Society shall be called “The Iowa Conference Missionary 
Society, auxiliary to the Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church.” 

Art.' 2. The objects of this Society shall be the diflfusion of missionary intelli- 
gence, the raising of means for the missionary cause in our Church, and the general 
promotion of missionary interests within this Conference. 

Art. 3. The business of this Society shall be directed by a Board, to be known 
as “ The Board of Missions of the Iowa Conference ; ” to consist of a President, 
Vice-President, and one ministerial and one lay manager for each district of the 
Iowa Conference, to be appointed annually, and a Corresponding Secretary, Record- 
ing Secretary, Treasurer and Assistant Treasurer, who shall hold their offices at the 
pleasure of the said Conference; the said Conference to nominate and appoint the 
said managers from time to time ; the officers to be elected by the Society, on the 
nomination of the President of the Conference. 

Art^.4. The said Board shall act from year to year as the Standing Committee of 
the sahf Conference on the Missionary Cause; except that the appropriation of 
missionary money within the Conference, and the establishment of domestic mis- 
sions, shall be referred to the Bishop and Presiding Elders, who shall constitute the 
standing committee on domestic missions in said Conference. 

Art. 5. It shall be the duty of the said Board, through their Secretary and 
Treasurer, to present to the said Iowa Conference, annually, a full report of their 
finances and action, for the approval of the Conference. And the Treasurer shall 
carefully compare his report of collections with that of the Statistical Secretary of 
said Conference, for the correction of errors, and shall report to said Conference any 
unexplained discrepancies in said report. And said Treasurer shall admit in his 
report of collections only actual cash receipts, for which he shall have in his pos- 
session either the money or satisfactory vouchers. But he shall make a separate re- 
port of any other donations or bequests made to the missionary cause in said Con- 
ference during the year. 

Art. 6. 4n annual meeting of the said Board shall be held at the seat of the 
session of said Iowa Conference at a time to be fixed by the said Board, at which 
the reports of collections, donations and bequests shall be made, and any necessary 
business transacted. There shall also in connection with said C^ference session, be 
held an anniversary of the Society to hear the financial reports and addresses de- 
signed for the promotion of the cause. 

Art. 7. The payment of five dollars or more at one tima shall constitute a life 
member; of one dollar an annual member, and of three dollars by a person under 
fifteen years of age a juvenile member of this Society. And the Secretary shall in- 
clude in his report to the said Conference the names of all such donors, with the 
names of those who, by the payment of the suras fixed by the Parent Society, are 
constituted life members or Directors of the Parent Society. And the names of 
said life members and Directors shall be forwarded to the Corresponding Secretaries 
of the Parent Society at New York. 

Art. 8. All moneys raised by the Society, deducting necessary expenses, shall 
be forwarded to the Treasurer of the Parent Board, to be appropriated for the pur- 
poses contemplated by the donors ; and the receipt of said Treasurer, or of an agent 
of the Book Concern, and for money applied on expenses, the order of the Board, 
signed by the President, shall be the voucher of the Treasurer of this Board. 

Art. 9. This Constitution shall be in force from and after the close of the session 
of said Iowa Conference for 1872, and the said Conference shall, at its said session 
nominate and appoint the first Board of Missions as herein provided. 

Art. 10. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any time, by the said 
Iowa Conference, after one day’s notice of such proposed change, 
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CONSTITUTION OF IOWA CONFERENCE SUNDAY SCHOOL UNION. 

Article 1. The title of this association shall be “ The Sunday School Union of 
the Iowa Conference auxiliary to the Sunday. School Union of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church.” 

Art. 2. The object of the said Union shall be to promote the cause of Sunday 
Schools in connection with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Art. 3. All the members of the Iowa Conference, the officers and teachers of our 
Sunday Schools, and any members of the Church, who may file their names with 
the Secretary, are hereby declared members of this Union. 

Art. 4- The business of the Union shall be directed by a Board, to be known as 
“ The Sunday School Board of the Iowa Conference,” to consist of a President, Vice 
President, and one Ministerial, and one Lay Manager from each District of the 
Conference, to be appointed annually ; and a Secretary and Treasurer, who shall 
hold their offices at the pleasure of the Iowa Conference; the said Conference to 
nominate and appoint the said Board from time to time, as hereinbefore provided. 

Art. 5. The said Board shall act from year to year as the Standing Committee 
on Sunday Schools of said Iowa Conference. 

Art 6. It shall be the duty of said Board to exercise a general supervision and 
control of the interests of Sunday Schools in connection with our Church in said 
Conference, subject to the Discipline, and the direction of the Parent Society ; to 
organize District Auxilaries and to raise funds for the cause ; and they shall present 
through their Secretary and Treasurer, to the Iowa Conference annually, a.'^ll re- 
port of their finances and action, for the approval of the Conference, and the .Treas- 
urer shall carefully compare his report of collections received with the report made to 
the Statistical Secretary of said Iowa Conference for the correction of errors, and shall 
report to the said Conference any unexplained discrepancies in said report, and said 
Treasurer shall admit in his report of collections only actual cash receipts, for which 
he shall have, in his possession either the money or satisfactory vouchers ; but he 
shall make a separate report of any other donations or bequests made to the Sun- 
day School Union during the year. 

Art. 7. An anual meeting of said Board shall be held at the seat of the Con- 
ference, at a time to be fixed by the said Board, at whidi ^be reports of collections, 
donations and bequests shall be made, and any n^ssary business transacted. 
There shall also in connection with said Conference session, be held an anniversary 
of the Union, and a children.s’ meeting, to hear reports and addresses in promotion 
of the cause. 

Art. 8. All moneys raised for the Society, after deducting necessar^ expenses, 
shall be forwarded to the Treasurer of the Parent Unio^'jNeW|iyork, to be ap- 
plied to the uses of said Union, and the receipt of said Treasurer, or 'of any of the 
Book Agents, and for moneys applied on expenses, the order of the said Board, 
signed by the President, shall be the voucher of the Treasurer. 

Art. 9. This Constitution shall be in force from and after the close of the session 
of the Iowa Conference, of and the said Conference shall, at its said session, 

appoint the first Sunday Schoca Board, as herein provided for. 

Art. 10. This Constitution may be altered or amended by the Iowa Conference, 
at any time after one day’s notice of said proposed change.

— Whereas, The Southwest German Conference have accepted a proposition 
made to them by the Trustees of Iowa Wesleyan University, to secure the location 
of a German College at Mt. Pleasant, in connection with the University, which 
proposition involves the erection of a college building for said German College ; 
and 

Whereas, The association of the German College with the University is an 
event of superior importance to the German missionary work in the Great West, 
and to the best interests of the University ; and 

Whereas, also. There is pressing need to speedily secure a large increase in 
the endowment of the University, upon principles of the plan adopted by the Con- 
ference at its last session, and it appears expedient to so far add to the plan of rais- 
ing at least fifty thousand dollars within the bounds of the Conference, as to divide 
the amount into not less than one thousand shares of fifty dollars each, payable in 
five annual installments, that all the friends of the University may easily assist in its 
endowment ; therefore 

Resolved, 1. That we cordially approve the action of the Trustees in their suc- 
cessful efforts to secure the location of the German College, and congratulate the 
friends of the University upon this very important accession to the power and in- 
fluence of the institution. 

2. That in view of the erection of the building of the German College, it is 
prudent to defer for the present the eflTort to increase the buildings of the Univer- 
sity. 

3. That we approve of the plan proposed to secure at least fifty thousand dollars 
to the endowment within the boundaries of the Conference, and renew the request 
that the Trustees endeavor to secure a similar amount as soon as practicable by such 
special instrumentalities, as they shall deem best. 

4. That the Presiding Bishop be and he is hereby respectfully requested to ap- 
point Rev. W. F. Cowles^ Agent for the Univerisity for the ensuing Conference 
year. 

5. That we welcome to our charges the Agent of the University, and will cor- 
dially co-operate with him in his work. 

II. — Resolved, 1. That A. Robinson, E. L. Briggs, J.W. McDonald, J. T. Hackworth 
and John ^naway, be elected Trustees to fill vacancies made by expiration of time, 
and Wm. Tackaberry, to fill vacancy made in the second year.

That an evening be set apart, at the next session of the Con- 
ference, for holding an Educational Anniversary with especial refereuQe to the in- 
terests of the University. 

2. That we will, during the early part of the year, take up an ^ucational col- 
lection for the University ; and when the name of each brother is called in the 
passage of character, he shall be requested to state what amount he has raised for 
Iowa Wesleyan University.

X. THE SABBATH. 



The Committee would report : That the Sabbath is a holy day, appointed of the 
Lord and honorable, of binding obligations upon all men and nations, especially to 
those to whom the revelation of the word of God has come. That there are “rings” 
and infidel organizations being formed for the express purpose of obliterating the 
idea of the Sabbath from the national and individual conscience, removing all Sab- 
bath guards, making it a day of business and festivity ; that they are making im- 
perative demands upon political parties, legislatures and courts of justice, to acqui- 
esce in their unholy aim. And further, being fully convinced that the Christian 
sentiment of churches and religious bodies should be made prominent, that the well- 
being of our families, our municipalities and our nation, require the maintenance of 
the Sabbath ; therefore.

2. That w’e most earnestly protest against political parties, municipal and legis- 
lative bodies, and courts of justice, yielding consent to the varied and persistent 
demands of the antbSabbath organizations — let them be ever so powerful or influ- 

' ential. 

3. That we exhort our people to be consistent in Sabbath observance, refraining 
from mere past-times, social visiting and secular labor during the sacred hours, and 

1 consecrating themselves and their all to God, according to the commandment of His

Resolved, 1. That it is the duty of all ministers of the Gospel to take a bold, de- 
cided and active position against intemperance. 

2. That the practice of many families of converting their grapes into fermented 
wine i^ contrary to the spirit of the scriptures, and is doing great harm. 

3. That, as a Conference, we advise the organization in all our Sunday Schools 
of Juvenile Temperance Societies, and will use our influence to promote such or- 
ganizations.

XII. IOWA WESLEYAN TJNIVEESITT. 

REPORT OP SECRETARY OP THE BOARD OP TRUSTEES. 

The Board, at its annual session, made careful inquiries as to the state of the Uni- 
versity. 

From the information received, the Board feel gratified in reporting a general 
state of prosperity. 

In some departments there has been marked progress. Satisfactory mental and 
moral improvement is manifest in the students. 

A gracious spiritual visitation enjoyed by the Institution, was productive of very 
favorable results. 

The character and degree of scholarship have been elevated during the year. 

Very excellent improvements have been made in different departments of the 
University, and valuable additions to the library, scientific apparatus and museum. 

The building and grounds are, in general, in good condition, but the necessity of 
additional building, forces itself on our attention from year to year. 

The Board desire to speak in terms of high commendation of the valuable servi- 
ces of President Wheeler, who has devoted all his time and energies to the duties of 
his office. And he has been ably seconded by the efficient corps of Professors and 
Instructors, who have been his co-laborers during the year. 

But few changes have been made in the list of instructors. Mr. W. H. Hopkirk 
will assist in the department of Physics and Chemistry, in the absence of Prof. 
Mansfield, and Miss Allie Bird, A. M., has been elected to a place in the corps of 
Instructors. For the names of the Faculty and Board of Trustees, members of the 
Conference are referred to the catalogue of the University for 1871-72. 

The patronage of the school is quite satisfactory. In the collegiate course, the 
number enroll^ was 130; in the Preparatory Course, 98; in Extra Course, 107 ; in 
the Department of Theology, 16 ; in the Department of Laws, 11 ; in the Depart- 
ment of Pharmacy, 4; making a total enrolled, of 366, for which deducting 100 
counted twice, leaves a net enrollment of 266. Among these students the general 
order has been good, and the progress satisfactory. 

Presuming that the vLsitors will speak particularly respecting the examinations, 
anniversaries, sermons and addresses, the Trustees need only say that these, for the 
most part, reflected great credit upon all concerned. 

As in some of the anniversarie'*, however, the arrangement seems to have been 
left almost wholly to the students, the Trustees expressed their opinion that all pub- 
lic exercises of the University, and of the societies connected therewith, should be 
under the supervision of the faculty.

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The Board examined carefully and report favorably with regard to the securities 
of the invested funds. A decision of the Supreme Court of Iowa with regard to 
the case of Wilcox vs. The Iowa Wesleyan University, whereby the University has 
become involved in a considerable amount of money, has been reported to the 
Board, and referred to the Executive Committee for adjustment. 

The Board met in its annual session, in the University, June 14th-, 1872, a quorum 
being present. The following officers were elected : Rev. Wm. F. Cowles, Presi- 

dent ; Rev. E. H. Waring, Secretary ; Rev. E. L. Briggs, Financial Secretary ; 
C. Snider, Treasurer ; Dr. Wheeler, A. Robinson, C. Snider, H. Ambler, E. L. 
Penn, Dr. W. Bird, Rev. I. P. Teter, Executive Committee. 

The location of the proposed German College was considered, and a proposition 
respecting its location at Mt. Pleasant agreed upon. 

If necessary, the delegates from the Iowa Conference to the Southwestern German 
Conference can report the character and result of these negotiations. 

Dr. Fellows having appeared before the Board to represent the President and 
Faculty of the Iowa State University, Dr. Wheeler was deputed to represent this 
Board at the commencement of that institution. 

The subject of an agency was considered, and the Board recommended the ap- 
pointment of Rev. W. F. Cowles agent for the ensuing year. 

The publication of a College paper by Dr. Wheeler was considered, and such 
financial aid, up to $200, as can be given in its support without embarrassing other 
claims, ordered. 

The following vacancies in the Board will be made at your present session, by 
expiration of time, viz : Rev. E. L. Briggs, Rev. A. S. Prather, Rev. A. Robinson, 
Oliver Hoyt and W. Wilson, Jr. ; by a failure to qualify according to the provisions 
of the charter, Henry Avery, of class of second year. 

The Conference is desired, as provided for, to appoint a Committee of Visitors, 
consisting of one minister and one layman for each district in the Conference.

B. REPORT OF VISITORS. 

The following members of the Visiting Committee, appointed by the last Iowa 
Conference, to attend the Seventeenth Annual Examination and Commencement 
Exercises of the Iowa Wesleyan University, met at Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, June 14th, 
1872 : Revs. Jos. Gassner, E. H. Coddington, J. W. McDonald, B. Holland, G. N. 
Power, D. C. Smith and Hon. J. P. West. 

The committee visited the College grounds and buildings, and inspected the ap- 
paratus and library, all of which they found much improved. Valuable additions 
have been made to the apparatus — chemical, philosophical, and astronomical — 
during the last year, enabling the Institution to offer very superior inducements to 
students in these departments. 

The examinations were conducted with fairness by the Faculty, and without 
partiality to the students, impressing all that there had been no previous distribu- 
tion of questions or assignment of work simply for effect, disregarding scholarship. 
We think the College course, and the standing required in the same, will compare 
favorably with the best institutions of the country. The departments of Theology, 
Law, Commerce, and Pharmacy, with the high standard in the Scientific course, are 
such as to meet the wants of all. We are glad to report healthy growth in every 
department. Relieved from crushing financial embarrassment, with increased pa- 
tronage, and under the prudent management of President W’heeler, with a faithful 
Board of Trustees, ready to endorse his administration and devise liberal things, so 
far as the means are at their disposal, the Iowa Wesleyan University has a hopeful 
future. 

The exercises of the several literary societies, and the essays and orations of the 
graduating class, were such as to give evidence of a high order of intellectual 
training.

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XVII. MEMOIRS. 



1. Rev. Jaites W. Lathax was born in Prince William County, Va., July 23d, 1830, 
and died at Keosanqua, Iowa, January 1st, 1872, aged forty-one years, five months and 
eight days. 

He was converted and joined the Church in Barbour County, West Virginia, January 
1st, 1854, and was licensed to preach the same year, aud admitted on trial in Western Vir- 
ginia Conference. He was ordained Deacon by Bishop Ames in 1856, and Elder by Bishop 
Simpson in 1859. He served as follows: 1854, Brandonville ; 1855, West Union; 1856-7, 
Williamsport; 1858, located. The same year re-admitted to Iowa Conference, and sent 
to Moutrose, but changed by the Presiding Elder to fill a vacancy at Vernon. 1859, Keo- 
sauqua; 18W, Albia; 1861, Chaplain 1st Iowa Cavalry; 1863, Eeosauqua; at which time 
he served a term in the State Legislature as representative of Van Buren County; 1864, 
Chaplain 3d Iowa Cavalry; 1865, Supernumerary; since which time he has been non- 
effective, except in 1866, when he filled a vacancy at Fort Madison. In 1868 he was elect- 
ed County Clerk of Van Buren County, and again in 1870. He was an efiicient Sabbath 
School Superintendent. He was always cheerful, kmd-hearied and good. His testi- 
mony was clear, his faith strong, and gracious results have followed his dying admoni- 
tions. 



2. Rev. David Donaldson died of peritonitis, at Salem, Henry County, Iowa, July 
21st, 1872, aged 44 years, 3 months and 28 days. 

He was born in Bloomfield. Ohio, March 22d, 1828. In his eleventh year he came with 
the family to Des Moines County, Iowa Territory. There he was converted and joined 
the Church in his youth. His license to exhort bears date March 29th, 1851. His license 
to preach is dated February 28, 1852. At the session of the Iowa Conference of 1854 he 
was admitted on trial and appointed to Mount Vernon and Pioneer Grove Circuit. The 
next year he was sent to Marysville Circuit. In 1856, by division, he fell into the Upper 
Iowa Conference, within the territory of which he had thus far labored, and in which 
body he was admitted into full connection, ordained Deacon by Bishop Janes, and ap- 
pointed to Iowa River Mission, In 1857 he was sent to Linnwood. In 1858 he was or- 
dained Elder by Bishop Morris, and appointed to Pleasant Valley. In 1859-60 he was at 
Laimrte; in f861-62 at Greeley’s Grove; in 1863-64 at Linnwood again. In 1865 he was 
transferred to the Iowa Conference and was assigned to Brookville Circuit, where he was 
returned the next year, the name of the charge having been changed to Abingdon. The 
next three years, 1867-68-69, he spent on Brighton Circuit. In 1870 he was sent to 
Salem Circuit, his last field of labor. In all these allotted fields he was in labors more 
abundant, devoting all his energies to his work, and attaching himself by the strongest 
ties of confidence, esteem and sympathy to the people whom he served. Social in his 
feelings, warm in his attachments, pleasant and sympathetic in his intercourse, capable 
and earnest in his ministry, consistent and devoted in his life, he attracted to himself 
the old and the young, and made hosts of friends both in and out of the Church. He 
was twice married. His first wife. Miss Olive Pike, to whom he was married in 1848, 
died in 1853. October 24th. 1854, he married Miss Rebecca Lay cock, who, with four father- 
less children, is left bereaved. 

The solemn event which left his family and the Church in mourning, came unexpect- 
edly. July 5th and 6th his fourth quarterly meeting was held at Salem. On Saturday of 
the meeting the brethren of the quarterly Conference determined upon an improvement 
of the parsonage. In the love feast, after speaking of his own happy spiritual experi- 
ence, he recoiiinzed the many expressions of the confidence and love of the people. “ I 
want to say here,” he said, “in the presence of my Presiding Elder, that the lines have 
fallen unto me in pleasant places, and truly I have a goodly heritage.” Little was it 
then thought that he was never to enter that beautiful earthly manse, but was so soon 
to take his permanent abode in the already prepared and more glorious mansion in the 
skies ! The week following the quarterly-meeting he spent, in addition to his regular 
work, in securing means and materials, and in making arrangements for the contem- 
plated improvement. The next 8abbath preached three times, and returned consider- 
ably exhausted to his home. Tuesday he removed his family from the house to al- 
low the workmen to proceed, and alsoassisted in raising and removing to a new site the 
parsonage building; in which work it is thought that he strained himself, or overtaxed 
his strength. That day he was seized with the disease of which he died. From the 
first it assumed a stubborn and malignant form, resisting the medical treatment, 
and steadily working to its” fatal result. As early as Thursday his wife had appre- 
hensions of his danger, but he seemed to think that on account of the natural vigor 
of his constitution, he would rally, and although suffering fearfully, he was cheerful 
and calm. At length all hope of his recovery having fied, on the Sabbath of his death 
his wile asked llin if he did not think he was going to leave them ; but still unconscious 
of his nearness to the gates of death, he said he thought not; but thought that the 
Master had some more work for him to do here yet. On repeating her apprehensions to 
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him, he seemed to begin to realize his condition, and said to his wife: Well, perhaps 

so If it is so, I have two homes. I have a pleasant home here. Since we have been 
tofrether we have got along very pleasantly here. But I have another home up yonder, 
and w’hen the Master wills I am ready to go.” In the latter part of the day his mind 
wandered, and he imagined himself at meeting, and was busied preaching, exhorting 
and dismissing the j^ople. “It is time to go now,” said he, as if prophetically, “good 
people, let us ieave.^’ Soon after the quiet of death, with the shades of the evening, 
gathered around him, and at about 9 P. M. of that Sabbath night, so quietly that even 
the anxious w'atchers at his bedside could not tell the exact moment of his departure, 
without a struggle or a sigh, his sanctified spirit escaped to his other home. His funeral 
took place on Tuesday, July 23d. at 10 A. M. The funeral services were conducted by 
the Presiding-Elder, Rev. E, H. Waring, who addressed the people from Psalms 37:37. 
Rev. O. C. Shelton and other ministers, took part in the solemn services Proceeding 
from the Church to the Salem Cemetery, at the grave the services were closed by the use 
of the Church form for the burial of the dead. Thus the manly form of a kind husband 
and father, a true friend and brother, and a godly minister of Christ was laid away rev- 
erently to rest in the dust until the resurrection morn, but the inspired word declares: 
“ Blessed are the dead who die in the Lord: Even so saith the SplritTor thev rest from 
their labors, and their works do follow them.” £. H. WARING. 



3. Rev. John Nelson Elliott was bom in Belmont county, Ohio, December 8th, 
1842, and died at the residence of Dr. Wesley J. Green, in Richwoods, Jeflferson county, 
Iowa, September 5th, 1872; aged 29 years, 8 months and 27 days. 

His youth was spent at his father’s home, where the opening of the Southern rebellion 
found him a stripling of nineteen years. Fired by the spirit of patriotism, which moved 
so many brave men to do or die for their country's defence, he reeolved early upon enter- 
ing the Union army. Meeting with opposition from his friends on account of his youth, 
he left his father’s house and made his way across the Ohio river into Virginia, where 
he enlisted in the First Regiment of the Virginia Union Cavalry, in August, 1861. The 
record of his marches and battles, embracing operations in Virginia, North Carolina and 
Georgia, would include a large part of the history of the Army of the Potomac. He was 
in both the battles of Bull Run, and in all the grand movements of McClelland and 
Grant around Richmond. After his term of enlistment had expired he re-enlisted as a 
veteran, and remained in the army until he was discharged after the return of peace. It 
is said that he could definitely name seventy-five engagements in which he took part, 
and that the whole number of battles and skirmishes in which he fought exceeded one 
hundred. 

But John N. Elliott’s memory is sacred not only as a patriot, but as a Christian. In 
his sixteenth year he acknowledged the obligations that were upon him and professed 
faith in the Savior of men. But in the trials and temptations of the camp these early 
vows were forgotten, and he gave way to open sin. It was a part of his record that he 
afterwards looked upon with great humiliation and regret. After his discharge from 
the army he spent a short time in the mercantile businass in his native State. In the 
fall of he came to Iowa, and spent the next winter in Jefferson county with his 
brother. Rev, B. F. Elliott. That winter, at a meeting held by Rev. John Orr, in Rich- 
woods Church, he renewed his early covenant, professed justifyini^ faith, and united 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church. The change in him was decisive and complete. 
All his mighty energies of soul were now laid a sacrifice upon the altar of the Cross. 
Soon he heard an inward voice calling him to a higher work. To prepare for this, and 
to complete his educational training, he spent some months in the Iowa Wesleyan Uni- 
versity. While there, on the recommendation of the Richwoods class, he was licensed 
to preach. At the session of the Iowa Conference held at Burlington, September 2d, 
1868, he was admitted on trial, and appointed as junior preacher on Brighton i ircuit. 
August 26th, 1869, he was married to his late excellent wife. Miss Emma E. Green. At 
the Conference of 1869 he was continued on trial, and appointed to Martinsburgh circuit. 
At the Conference held at Albia, Iowa, September 28, 187U, he was admitted into full con- 
nection and ordained Deacon by Bishop Ames on Sabbath, October 2d, of that year. The 
field assigned him was .Abingdon circuit. Here his ministerial course commanded the 
confidence and esteem of all the people. At the last Conference he was sent to Birming- 
ham. Here his ministry opened favorably and he soon wc»n the confidence and hearts 
of the people whom he served. But shortly after his removal to his new field of labor, 
the true nature of a chronic ailment, from which he had long suffered, was ascertained, 
and he was compelled to endure the pain and danger of a lithotnmicai operation. It was 
hoped this would result in his speedy restoration to health. But these hopes were 
doomed to be disappointed. During a visit to his friends in Ohio, in the early summer, 
he was seized witn hemorrhage, and he returned prostrated to his home. It was soon 
apparent that his work was nearly done; still his faithful people clung to him to the 
last. Desiring to attend the Camp Meeting at Richwoods, he came with his wife, also 
suffering from hemorrhage, to the house of his father-in-law. Dr. W. J. Green. From 
thence uiey were taken during the day to the Camp Meeting, where, anxious to enjoy 
the meeting, he taxed his energies, listening to the singing, or following the line of 
thought pursued by the preacher. But the excitement was too great, and on Sabbath, 
August 25th, the two were taken home, to Dr. Green’s as it proved, to die. That same 
day his wife had a very severe return of bleeding at the lungs, and the following Sab- 
bath, during a return of hemorrhage, she died. He found himself gradually sinking 
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away, and on that last of his earthly Sabbaths he had requested the administration of 
the Sacrament by Rev. S. H. Thomas, the pastor of the circuit. During the service, par- 
taken with his almost dying wife, he expressed his strong confidence and abounding 
peace. But a few minutes afterwards his wife came into the room and bade him a last 
farewell. Too weak for conversation, he aflectionately gave her his blessing, and they 
separated. A few minutes more and they announced to him her departure. At first he 
seemed shocked and said; “Don’t tell me that!” But soon resignation triumphed and 
he gave expression to feelings of praise. To the writer Brother Elliott said: “I am 
patiently, or rather, I may say, impatiently waiting for the hour of my release to come. 
I want you to tell my brethren that 1 stand on a firm foundation. My feet are on the 
rock. I have the victory. I have not the shadow of a fear or doubt on my mind with 
regard to my acceptance with Grod.” 

It proved to be, indeed, his last testimony. The next day he seemed oppressed with 
sleep. This was succeeded by delirium. Gradually the waters rose about him, and at 
length, about 4 P. M. of September 5th, his spirit passed away. We will not attempt 
here an analysis of his character. Strong in his attachments, fearless and independent 
in his spirit, plain and pointed in his address, he was a valued friend, a beloved pastor, 
a good and useful preacher. According to his request a sermon was delivered at his 
funeral bv the writer with reference to the deaths of himself and wife, from the words: 
“ I have fought a good fight.” Then, accompanied by a number of his ministerial breth- 
ren, the relatives and a large number of friends, and escorted by a company of veterans, 
with martial music and the fiag he loved borne aloft over him, devout men carried him 
to his burial— his body being deposited in a grave in Richwoods cemetery, close by that 
of his wife. “ They were lovely and pleasant in their lives, and in death they were not 
divided.” E. H. WAKING. 



Mrs. Emma Estella Eluott, wife of Rev. John N. Elliott, and daughter of Dr. Wesley 
Green, of Kichwoods, Jefferson County, Iowa, was born in that place, December 29th, 
1847, and died in her father’s house on ,babbath evening, September 1st, 1872, aged 24 
years, 8 months and 2 days. 

In early life she made a profession of religion, and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. August 21st, 1869, she was married to her late husband. In fulfilling the duties 
of a minister's wife, she proved herself to be a laithful, affectionate and devoted woman, 
winning the confidence and esteem of all, by her mild and attractive spirit. Her health for 
some time had been slender, and a little while before her final attack she had several turns 
of severe hemorrhage of the lungs. A very severe attack took place on the Sabbath previous 
to her death. On the Sabbath of her death she had, with her husband, and at their joint 
request, partaken of the Holy Sacrament, administered to them by Rev. S. H. Thomas, 
to whom at the time she expressed her entire resignation and perfect trust in the merits 
of the Savior. During the service. Brother and Sister Elliott were lying m ac^oining 
rooms, it not being thought expedient to make any lurther change in their locations on 
account of their great weakness. Soon after the service, she walked into her husband’s 
room of her own accord, took an affectionate leave of him, gave him a parting kiss, and 
expressed her conviction that they would not be long separated, the one from the other. 
Then returning to her own room, she was suddenly seized with another attack of hem- 
orrhage. She was only able to call hastily for help, and speedily choking from the flow 
of blood, in a few minutes she was a corpse. Her funeral was attended by many sym- 
pathizing friends, who followed her remains on Monday afternoon to the family burial 
ground in Kichwoods, where her body waits the resurrection.

[Note.— This Memoir was omitted from the Conference Minutes last year, no copy 
having been furnished to the Secretary.] 

Rev. George W. Bamfoud was born March 23d, 1824, in Vermilion County, Indiana, 
and died April 18th, 1871, aged 47 years and 25 days. 

He was converted to God and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church in 1845, in Iowa, 
and was licensed to preach in l^l. He was admitted to the Iowa Conference in 1854, and 
was successively appointed to Sigourney, Marengo, Attica, Chillicothe, Lexington, West 
Liberty, Blue Grass, Bethel, Columbus city and Winfield Circuits. He entered upon his 
second year on Winfield Circuit with more than usual earnestness and the best prospect 
of success. While engaged in a protracted meeting at Virginia Grove, while preaching, 
he was taken with hemorrhage of the lungs, which prostrated him for some three 
months, during which time his circuit was supplied. At the end of that time, he renew- 
ed his labors, but was so feeble that he was often compelled during his discourse to sit 
down and rest. Admonished of his approaching dissolution, he often spoke of it to his 
friends. To one he said, “lhave reviewed the past and it is well, and the future is 
bright.” On the evening of April 18th, 1871, he went to the town, telling his wife not to 
be uneasy about him. Not returning at early bed-time, the family retired without him. 
Still not returning for some time, the family became uneasy, and arose and searched for 
him. When found he was midway between his house and barn, leaning against the 
fence, but the spirit had returned to the God who gave it. The aim of his life was to win 
souls to Christ, and almost every year’s labors were blessed with revivals of religion. 
To the precepts of his preaching, he added the power of a blameless life.
